WHEAT PROBLEM 


Most Urgent Matter, Next to 
War, That of Handling 
of Wheat

OTTAWA, July 3rd.—In an atmos- 
phere of grave anxiety,. but of un- 
flinching determination and confidence 
that in the end the cause of the allies 
and of mankind will triumph, the 
Parliament at Ottawa is carrying 
through its program with despatch. 
It is believed that at the present 
rate of progress Parliament will be 
prorogued some -time before the end 
of this month; but this may depend 
on how the war is going. 

It is generally acknowledged that 
in time of war when crises sweep so 
suddenly on the world, the burden 
must rest mainly on the shoulders 
of the Cabinet. They must be ready 
to make swift decisions. But the 
Government needs the backing and 
counsel of Parliament. It may be, 
therefore, that Parliament will not 
be so quickly prorogued but kept on 
hand for a time for consultation and 
advice. 

Momentous Measures 

Momentous measures have already 
been passed in this session, particularly 
the act which authorizes the Govern- 
ment to mobilize the manpower and 


material resources of the Dominion. 
National registration under this act 
has alréady begun. This colossal 


compilation of five or six million per- 


sons cannot be completed in a day, 
but with the urgency of the hour in 
mind it will be rushed through without 
delay. In the meantime there will be 
no pause in the expanding war effort 
on both its military and economic side: 

The wartime budget which forecast 
a total expenditure for the present 
fiscal year of about $1,350,000,000, 
‘of which about $900,000,000 is for 
purposes, has been under dis- 
cussion for some days. It has not 
encountered serious Opposition, Found-

An announcement from 
the Government was requested, on the 
subject described as “next to the war 
itself one of the most urgent this 
House can discuss’. Reference was 
made to the announcement by the 
Wheat Board from Winnipeg on June 
26th which set minimum prices for 
cash wheat (number One Northern) 
ranging from 71-1/8 on June 26th to 
74-5/8 cents for December next.

Europe’s Wheat Crop Will Be 
Small, With Reserves Now 
Dwindling 


BRITAIN’S SPECIAL POSITION 


Alberta Crop Shows Deterioration, 
Particularly in Lighter 
Soil Areas

With world markets diminishing, 
Canada is confronted with a wheat 
carryover of at least 250 million bushels 
when the crop year ends on July 31st. 
The United States will havea wheat 
supply of at least a billion bushels 
for the 1940-41 crop year. This will 
provide a surplus fo: export and 
carryover of about 325 million bushels. 
If Canada has only an average crop 
this year, this country will have 
available for sale a total approximating 
half a billion-bushels of wheat. 


Europe’s Resources Dwindling 
Europe’s wheat crop this year will 
be a small one and her reserves are 
dwindling. As the war extends more 
nations come under the blockade and

‘‘Co-operators Realize 
Freedom More Precious 


Than Peace,’’-Alexander __ 


First Things First, Says British 
Co-operative Leader 


““Co-operators hate war; but today 
all realize that freedom is more precious 


than peace, and recent events have 
shown them that in every country 
invaded by the aggressor the Co- 


operative Movement has been the first 
victim to be attacked,” said Rt. Hon. 
A. V. Alexander in a recent message. 
Mr. Alexander, who is First Lord of 
the Admiralty in the Churchill Gov- 
ernment, represents the Co-operative 
party in Parliament and was First 
Lord of the Admiralty in the former 
Labor Government. , . ‘Co-operation 
requires peace as its political environ- 
ment,’’ continued Mr. Alexander, ‘‘but 
in the meantime may I say that the 
Co-operative Movement in Great Bri- 
tain should justify its existence by its 
efficient service to the nation? I do 
not doubt when by our united effort 
victory for freedom has been secured 
we all shall reeommence our march 
towards the Co-operative Common- 
wealth; but first things must come 
first.’’ 


Domestic consumption of cotton has 
varied from a high of 31 pounds per 
person to a low of 18 pounds, according 
to business conditions. 

To move some of the surplus stocks 
of cotton from warehouses’ to the 


homes of people who need it but 
cannot afford to buy it, the brown 
stamp plan has been devised. Fam- 


ilies receiving public assistance in any 
form will be entitled to a dollar’s 
worth of the stamps for every dollar’s 
worth they buy. Briefly, it is expected 
that the plan will allow families with 
less than $1,000. a year income to 
buy as muc h cotton as those in the 
$1,000 to $1,500 a year class. The 
plan is being operated experimentally 
in selected cities in the U.S.

Factor in Saving

A barrage of tetters from members 
of local co-operatives to Governor 
Ratner of Kansas is reported to have 
brought action that helped to save the 
new C.C.A. oil refinery at Philipsburg, 
Kansas, from a very difficult pgsition: 
Shortly after its opening the réfinery 
faced shortage of crude oil supplies— 
producers selling to the competitive 
“Stanolind’’, (Standard Oil of Indiana), 
and a recent pro-rating law, which 
had been bitterly opposed by inde- 
pendent producers, prevented wells 
selling to the Co-op. from sending 
sufficient supplies to keep the refinery 
open. The letters from members are 
believed to have been instrumental in 
relaxing regulations under the law 
and so allowing larger supplies to 
reach the Co-op. refinery. In addition, 
the refinery announced construction 
of -a 22-mile extension of their pipe 
line, to reach 69 new wells. The 
C.C.A. distributes 50,000,000 gallons 
of refined oils annually.

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ALL OUR STRENGTH NEEDED 


The Canadian Government is mov- 
ing towards effective war effort, but it 
is not moving fast enough. 

It has obtained “from. Parliament 
powers comparable to those given to 
the Churchill Government, to mobilize 
material resources and manpower to the 
full; but it has not yet taken steps to 
exercise its powers as they must be 
exercised if Canada is to do what 
Britain is now doing to make up for 
lost time. 

The —old—-system—of—_laissez—farre 
and profit making in finance and in- 
dustry, failed to provide Britain with 
her war-time needs. In Britain it is 
rapidly being superseded. But, while 
time: presses—while the world’s future 
may depend upon the outcome of the 
struggle of the next few months—the 
Government hesitates to take the bold 
steps that are called for, to organize our 
resources. It remains tender to private 
interests; fearful of wide departures 
The,people are ready 
for courageous action. They have not 
yet received a sufficiently courageous 
lead from their Government. 


At the moment some groups in Par- 


liament are pressing for more effective 
action. They should not need to exert 
pressure. New Zealand, in proportion 
to her population, has led the British 
Dominions in effective mobilization of 
her resources for war, and in the con- 
tribution she has made to the armed 
services. Canada should not lag be- 
hind. | 

We disagreed with the C.C.F. when 
it opposed the sending of Canadian 
forces overseas, and agreed then as we 
do now with those who insisted that 
no such limits should be placed upon 
But in its in- 
sistence upon industrial mobilization 
the C.C.F. shows itself to be in advance 
of the larger parties. ‘This has been 
demonstrated by Mr. Coldwell, among 
others. 

We should like to see Mr. Herridge 
in the House. He has stood from the 
outset for unlimited aid to. the forces 
opposed. to the Nazi tyranny. After 
nine months of war it is at last begin- 
ning to be realized that his appraisal of 
the effort which would he needed was 
not an extravagant one. Agreement or 
disagreement upon other issues than 


those related to the war is relatively 
of no importance.

Mathematician, author, lecturer, member 
of the House of Lords (when he succeeded to 
an earldom some years ago: he immediately 
requested that his title should not be used), 
Bertrand Russell’s active opposition to the 
last war cost him a position as tutor in one 
of the older British Universities, and brought 
a term of imprisonment. For many years 
he continued to advocate absolute opposition 
to war even in self-defence. Now he has 
recanted. 
lor the last eighteen months Bertrand 
Russell has been living in the United States. 
Recently he wrote to ‘his friend ‘Critic’ of 
The New Statesman and Nation of London: 
The news from Europe is unbearably 
painful. We all wish that we were not. 
so: far away, although we could serve no 
useful purpose if we were at home. Ever 
since the war began I have felt that I could 
not go on being a pacifist; but I have hesi- 
tated to say so because of the responsibility 
involved. If I were young enough to fight 
myself I should do so, but it is more difficult 
to urge others. Now, however, I feel that 
I ought to announce that I have changed my 
mind, and I would be glad if you could find 
an opportunity to mention in The New 
Statesman and Nation that you have heard 
from me to this effect. 


In a later statement-madein—Los_Angeles, _* 


Russell declared: 

In recent years I was against war, be- 
lieving its evils were greater than any Hitler 
was likely to inflict upon the. world. 
[ have now come to realize J, in common 
with almost everyone else, underestimated 
his power. Terrible as is the cost of war, 
whoever wins, I think this is one of those 
rare cases in which the cost of passivity is 
even greater. 

Discussing the great pacifist’s complete 
change of opinion, ‘‘Critic’’ wrote as follows: 
“T am not surprised to have this candid 
statement from Bertrand Russell. His paci- 
fism has always been of the rational sort. 
I well remember reviewing his book, Which 
Way to Peace? in 1936. Its publication was 
a political event of some importance; it 
stated the case for British isolation as well 
as it could be stated and it clarified’ the 
minds of many who were confused and 
hesitant. I came to the conclusion that the 
argument could not be sustained; the war 
then raging in Spain was a-test case. It 
(the war in Spain) meant that however 
unprovocative and weak a country was, it 
would be attacked from within by.a Fascist 
movement supported from without, and I 
held, I think rightly, that it was a definite 
stage in the German offensive against all 
the ideas and institutions which we hold 
valuable in the West. It. is like Bertrand 
Russell, whohas alwa’ys been the most 
candid of thinkers, to admit that he was 
wrong.” 

The views expressed by “Critie’’ are also 
ours. They have been ours since the day 
Hitler came into power in Germany. On 
that day the hope of conciliation died.

Replies to Enquiries 
Married Woman’s Signature 

A.W.W.—You ask whether a mar- 
ried woman should use her Christian 
name in signing correspondence or 
documents. I should say in reply 
that she should always use her Chris- 
tian name in signing legal documents 
or cheques if she has an account in 
the bank. For example a married 
woman whose husband’s name_ is 
Gray and-her Christian name Alice 
should sign. all legal documents and 
cheques “Alice Gray”. With respect 
to ordinary correspondence however 
a somewhat different rule may apply 
as a person receiving a letter signed 
‘Alice Gray’’ would not know whether 
to reply ‘‘Miss” or.‘Mrs.”. A good 
way to sign ordinary correspondence 
would be: ‘*(Mrs.) Alice Gray.” I 
find in my actual law practice there is 
a great tendency for married women 
to sign legal documents or cheques 
as ‘‘Mrs. Alice Gray’’ without the 
brackets. That is not the proper way 
to sign such documents.

merce, Hon. J. A. MacKinnon, ex- 
plained that this decision ‘‘was purely 
a temporary matter having nothing 
to do with the marketing of the 1940 
crop and will be superseded, I expect, 
by decisions and regulations for dealing 

with the coming crop’ 

The regulation announced on June 
26th ‘‘was considered necessary to 
make it possible for wheat farmers 
with wheat still on hand to sell it.’ 
On May 18th prices for trading in 
futures were pegged. The action of 
the market from May 18th to June 
22nd was such that it was unnecessary 
to peg cash prices. On June 25th it 
was clear that owing to the action 
of the market on June 24th and 25th, 
the elevator companies were not able 
to hedge on account of the market 
being at the pegged price asked. 

Meaning of Action 

“The meaning of the action (taken 

on June 26th) is that neither futures 


not cash wheat can be traded at prices 


below the fixed minimum prices,’ said 
the Minister, ‘and this is mandatory 
on all members of the grain exchange 
until further notice.’’ Nothing in the 
regulation prevents any farmer who 
has less than 5000 bushels delivering 
his wheat to the board and receiving 
70 cents a bushel No. 1 Northern basis 
Fort William. Any farmer who has 
over 5,000 bushels may deliver the 
surplus to the 
Co-operative Marketing Act, or place 
orders: for the sale of his wheat with 
any elevator compan This will be 
sold when and if a’ emand arises at 
or about the minimum price.

Every producer this present year is possibly giving 
more consideration than usual to the value that might 
be attainable from the products that he produces. The 
man on the land unquestionably is carrying on one of the 
most essential of functions at the present time, yet it appears 
that his return, in many cases, may not even be equal to the 
legitimate costs of production. If we were to make an 
analysis of the immediate future on primary products prices, 
we would set them down as follows:

WHEAT.—Canada has now pos- 
sibly the largest surplus of wheat 
that she has had for many, many 
years; added to that is the fact 
that many countries that ordin- 
arily use our wheat are not ‘buying, 
either because they are not in a 
position to buy, or we are unable 
to sell because of their location 
and possibly some recent change 
in their national status. It ap- 
pears reasonable, therefore, that 
for the present year, unless some- 
thing of major importance develops, 
up the the present not foreseen, 
that the price for wheat. will be 
very close to present day levels. 
At the same’ time, although we 
have a really good crop in prospect 
in Canada, our country should feel 
pleased that we have these stocks, 
for they may be needed in future 
years but not likely in this or the 


next one. 
MEAT PRODUCTS. — We 
would say that the immediate 


future of meat products is more 
favorable than grain, and although 
there is what can be ordinarily 
called a glut in this market at the 


present time, the surplus is not too 
great to be rather quickly over- 
taken in a reasonably short time, 
and meat products should find, 
and have, an above average demand 
in the latter part of this year. 
DAIRY PRODUCTS.— Butter- 
fat prices for butter production 
at the present time are on a par 
with a year ago, but it appears 
almost a certainty that there will 
be a reduced production in Canada, 
and at the same time there’ is 
almost sure to be a considerable 
increase—in consumption. Our 


“stocks of butter on hand at June 


Ist were almost identical with our 


‘stocks a year ago, and we believe 


that this commodity is very rea- 
sonably priced at the present time 
and that producers should enjoy 
the benefit of a better, market 
later this year. That being the 
case, the average price return on 
dairy products would be higher 
than in 1939. 

If we were to attempt to choose 
on the future of the three farm 
products discussed above, we would 
say that, of the three, the future

Average Butterfat Production 

In the last issue of our Western 
Farm Leader there was reproduced 
a picture of two dairy .animals 
which between them produced in 
one year 1,045 Ibs. butterfat. 
We have just made a study of the 
average production of our mem- 


bership in 1939, which indicates 
that ‘these two cows produced 
more butterfat than what we

Young People’s Responsibility 


“The future will depend upon our 
ability as young. people to think 
clearly and be capable of assisting in 
the setting up of a form of inter- 
national __ co-operative government 
which will first of all be wide enough 
to inelude all races and, secondly, 
strong enough to hold them together 
in spite of anv emergency. I feel that 
our present theory of national spirit 
must now be done away with, by 
bringing all international affairs and 
problems into one world union, and 
make it hold.”

Likely Europe’s Meat 
Supplies May Remain 
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Feed Shortages Indicated 


But Lack of Feedstuffs, Causing 
Slaughtering, Depleting 
Supplies for Future 


There were more cattle in 27 Euro- 
pean countries (U.S.S.R. not included) 
war than the 
average for the five years 1931-1935, 
and feed shortage in the invaded 
countries will result in slaughtering 
of large numbers, so-that meat sup- 
plies are likely to be adequate during 
1940, says Foreigh Crops and Markets. 
As the British blockade continues, 
however, there will be a shortage both 
of beef and dairy supplies. 

Hog numbers at the beginning of 
the war were large. In the United 
Kingdom only a slight decrease was 
shown in March. In Denmark, there 
were 14 per cent more hogs in May,’

Many times today I have thought 
of a letter from an English friend. 
Like many of us, she is a farm woman. 
Naturally comment was made of the 
changed conditions there for farmers 
and their wives. She referred to the 
rules and regulations that are now a 
part of the British farmers’ life—the 
government regulations about  pro- 
duction, etc. Also. comment was 
made on the ‘evacuees’ whom they 
had in their home. Then she went 
on, “Of course, we live each day as 
if it were our last, but it is surprising 
how complete we find each day and 
how kind we are to each other.” 

The Usual Little Differences 

It was not that this woman and 
her husband were a quarrelsome couple 
—far from that—but they no doubt 
had the usual little differences that 
are prone to crop up to a4 greater or 
less extent in most households where 
a husband and wife and children live 
their daily life. For to repeat the old 
song, it does seem true that ‘‘Aren’t 
Men Funny?” and the best. of hus- 
bands. can be. surprisingly dense at 
times. And the men no doubt agree 
with Priestly’s comment. (J.B.’s, not 
Norman’s!) that ‘fa loving wife will 
do anything for her husband except 
to stop criticizing him and trying to 
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improve him.’’ Sometimes they feel 
this affectionate interest has gone 
farther than flesh and blood can stand 
and there are minor ructions in the 
family. 

World conditions today make for 
a tenseness in life, and all the little 
irksome and worrying things which 
can happen and do happen to over 
tired people, do not ease the strain. 
The garden work may have proved 
wearisome, and this year the abundance 
of moisture seems to have produced 
an excess of weeds which demand 
attention.

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Raspberry Jelly: Crush thoroughly 
about 3 quarts ripe raspberries, place 
in jelly bag, squeeze out juice. To 
4 cups juice add 7-1/2 cups sugar, 
bring to a boil over hot fire, add 1 
bottle fruit pectin, stirring constantly; 
bring to full rolling boil, and_ boil 
hard 1/2 minute. Remove from fire, 
skim, pour into glasses, cover at once 
with melted paraffin. 

Gooseberry Pie: To 4 cups goose- 
berries add 2 tablespoons quick tapioca, 
1-1/2 cups sugar, pinch of salt, 1 
teaspoon grated orange rind, 2 table- 
spoons melted butter. Let stand 15 
minutes. Line a pie plate with crust, 
fill with gooseberry mixture, cover, 
cutting several slits in top crust to 
allow escape of steam. Bake in hot 
oven 15 minutes, then lower heat for 
thirty minutes longer. 

Boiled Salad- Dressing: Heat 2/3 
cup milk in double boiler. Mix 1 tsp. 
salt with 1 tablespoon each mustard 
and flour, 2 tablespoons sugar, and a 
speck of cayenne. Pour hot milk over, 
return to double boiler and cook for 
5 minutes, stirring constantly. Add 
3 egg yolks, beaten, and stir until 
thick. Add slowly 2/3 cup vinegar; 
add 2 tablespoons ‘butter and stir 
until melted. 

Poultry Houses must be kept sani- 
tary for best results, and early summer 
is a good time for the annual clean-up. 
Straw and litter should be removed 
and burned, all removable fixtures 
scraped, scrubbed, and _ disinfected 
(lye, 1 lb. to 5 gallons water is recom- 
mended); walls should be well brushed 
and disinfectant applied with spray 
pump or old broom. Idle runways 
should be plowed and seeded to clover 
or alfalfa.

That was long 
before Hitler came to power.% Today, 
under the heel of tyranny, an effort 
was being made by force to build up 
another kind of “United Europe.”

velt that the North and South Americas 
unite in a trade alliance was a step 
in the right direction. Conscription 
measures in all fields, which had been 
suggested, must be approved by all 
‘who realized the peril. Never was 
there greater need to heed the warning 
wisdom of the adage, “United we 
stand, divided we fall. 3

Great Britain 
is the only large wheat importing 
nation now in a position to bring wheat 

from overseas. 

It is obvious that the Canadian 
jovernment must carry the unsaleable 
proportion of Canadian wheat until 
such time as trade is resumed. It is 
expected that when the war ends there 
will be a heavy demand for wheat from 
Europe, and that all available supplies 
will be required. Until that time comes 
there seems to be no other option but 
to carry the surplus here. 

Alberta’s crop is showing signs of 
deterioration,‘ particularly in the areas 
of lighter soils. Very hot weather 
during the early part of the week 
did extensive. damage. 
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Wheat and Wheat Flour 
Exports Up During 
Nine Months of War 


Wheat and wheat flour exports 
from the principal exporting countries 
in the first nine months of the current 
crop year were well above those of the 
previous year; up to April, of course, 


the effects of the war had not been, 


fully felt. Canada led in exports, 
providing over 34 per cent of wheat 
shipments, while Argentina, with 29 
per cent, shipped nearly twice as 
much as in the corresponding part 
of the previous crop year. Decreases 
were shown in U.S. and Australian 
wheat exports.

importation of sufficient stocks of 
wheat.
